\vas formerly believed to be the 
'|salt water level in East Texas. 


Another factor pointing to discov- 
ery of a new field was that the oil 
tested 37 gravity, four points be- 
low that, of the present supply of 
crude in Gregg, Rusk and a por- 
tion of Upshur counties. 


Geologists previously had 
pre- 


dicted a failure in the test, pre- 
senting charts 
to support 
their 


contention that the structure of the 
East Texas field would not permit 
oil in 
paying quantities to 
be 


found in that territory. 


The total depth of the well was . 


3720. Unbroken oil sand in paying I 
quantities was cored from 3718 to 
3729 feet. 
Sand was picked UQ 


20 feet higher, but failed to show 
nil saturation in paying quantities.
